Act, the president, on February 14th 1918, issued a proclamation. whic 
required an import license for all articles ‘from all countries. The. chief 
pereoes of this was to enable this Government to eliminate less essential 
mports to the end that luunage might be conserved, and additional shipping 

~be madé available for the transportation of troops and supplies to Europe. 
Similar steps have been found necessary by the other allies, and England 
particularly has found it necessary to impose most drastic import restrictions 
pe! — to most effectively devote her shipping to the suecessful prosecution 
of the war. 

For many weeks past, a corps of specialists have been giving the closest 
tudy as to the manner in which this import restriction would be exercised 
0 that the greatest saving could be accomplished with the least injury to 
ur ordinary commercial activities. The question was still farther-compli- 

ted by the earnest desire of this Government to affect as little as possible 
he Industry and Commerce of the countries associated with us in the war, 
and to work as little reese, as. possible to neutrals. The question in- 
olves close co-operation with the Shipping Board and consultation with the 
Btate te Department, the Treasury Department, the Food Administration, and 
other Branches of the Government, as well as the War Trade Board, within 
whose Province falls the actual administration of the control. Asa result of 
these deliberations, the War Trade Board through its Bureau of, Imports ; 
publishés the first list of Restricted Imports.
